ZION’S CRISIS GROWS. 
Dowie left City of Mexice for Chicage, after de- 
nying charges, lashing those whe hare shorn 
phim of power and declaring he will “‘ meet and 


which he is expected to assume a new role, that 
of Moses, on his return to Zion. 

Church authorities ‘at Zion City abolished the 
titles of ‘' Apostle,’ ‘‘ Elijah the Restorer,’’ 
and the ‘ Prophet ’’ assumed by Dowie. 


John Alexander Dowie, the deposed first 
apostie of the Christian Catholic Church of 
Zion, planned a harem of seven wives. 

He had gone so far as to select the women 
who were to practice openly with him the 
polygamy which he ‘taught in secret. Miles 
Ruth Hofer wae to be the first wife: To five 
of them he had proposed marriage and they 
had accepted. 

It is Just to say that neither Mrs. Ware nor 
her daughter, Harriet, was among the num- 
ber. Four of them were said to be widows. 

Dowie for the last three years had a stéreo- 
typed letter that he would send to all divorced 
women urging them to come to Zion. Among 
the servants at Shiloh house none but the 
most attractive found favor in Dowie's eyes. 

Dowie ang his harem were to have been 
the nucleus around which it was proposed to 
found the Paradise colony in east central 
Mexico. Dowie outlined this plan of a 
polygamous colony to his overseers. 

At the same time he asked them to divorce 
his present wife on the grounds of incom- 
patability. The amazing proposition was 
made to the leaders of the church a week 
before Dowie was stricken with paralysis. 


Mrs. Dowie Tells of Proposal. 
These astounding revelations were made 
yesterday in Zion City at a meeting of offi- 
cers of the church. 
Mrs. Dowie attended the meeting. 


With a voice trembling with emotion and | 


with tears streaming down ber fade she told 
the overséers, the deacons and deaconesses, 
the evangelists and the elders Dowile's brutal 
proposals to put her away that he might 
espouse seven young, attractivé women. She 
told how he had threatened her with vio- 
lence because her womanhood revolted. 
Her son Gladstone added his testimony. 
One by one the elders who had been apprised 
of Dowie's polygamous plans by himself told 
how he had argued with them and described 
the violent rage that had followed their 
horror stricken rejection of his proposals. 


Denounce Him as Chief Sinner. 

Dowie, who, clad in the rich vestments ne 
himself designed when he declared himself 
Apostle two years ago, had dénounced sin- 
ners with a vigor and flow of invective that 
made him one of the most remarkable char- 
acters of religious history, was denounced 
yesterday as the greatest sinner of them ail. 

He was held up to scorn as a man who not 
only had robbed his trusting followers of the 
product of, their arduous toil but who had 
shattered every sacred tradition of the home, 

He whs scorned for having “ violated tne 
most holy trust that could be placed ina 
teacher claiming divine inspiration by a con- 
fiding woman.“ Instead of being a prince 


‘of light, the man who had posed as Elijah 


the Restorer, as the messenger of the Cove- 
nant, who claimed to possess the divine gift 
of prophecy and healing, and who finally had 
taken upon himself the title of First Apos- 
tle, was held up to the scorn of his once trust - 
ing officers as a devil of iniquity.” 


Plans to Play Moses Now. 

Dowie may now, in his apparent extremity, 
have discarded the seven wives plan, but he 
ie said to have a new one. In Zion he ig be- 
lieved to be thoroughly demented, and it is 
said there that he has chosen the role of 
Moses, dropping entirely the character of 
Elijah. 

It was reported there last night that the 
‘prophet had cabled to a New York house” 
for silken raiment fitted for the part of 
Moses; that this costume will be in Chicago 
when his car arrives here from Mexico; that 
he will don it here and move on Zion City 
resplendent in the new robes and bombastic 
with plans for “freeing the Jews in Russia 
and establishing them in Mexico.“ 

Any Zionite who desires to follow this 
„ Moses into the Mexican promised land 
will be allowed to go with him. That is the 
word that has been received. 


His Plan for “Seven Wives.” 

The Moses plan is new, but the revela- 
tion of the details of the seven wives pian 
was the most startling late development cf 
yesterday in Zion. This revelation of polyg- 
amy plans of the excommunicated head of 
the church took place at a meeting that be- 
gan at 10 a. m. and lasted until 3:30 in the 
afternoon. More than 200 officers, men, and 
women were assembled in room 108 at Zion 
college, the stately building that represents 
more than $200,000 of the hard earned money 
of a frugal and thrifty community. The 
keynote of the meeting was no compromise. 

“Tt is a fight to the finish, Deputy Over- 
seer Wilbur Glenn Voliva said. No com- 
promise is possible. 

This statement was called forth partly by 
a statement that had been given out in the 
afternoon by Fielding H. Withite, secretary 
of the Zion Paradise plantation, and Dowie’s 
only adherent in Zion City, Wunite had 
been selected by Dowie to succeed Voliva as 
his attorney. Although Wilhite declined to 
serve in that capacity, after legal advice 
that his position would be untenable, his’ 
sympathies are with Dowie. For this reason 
he was not allowed to attend the officers’

WAN LURES; DEATH WINS HER 


Mrs. Edith Rowsen Kills Self 
While in the Palmer House. 


HERE TWO HOURS, ENDSLIFE. 


Comes to Chicago as Spouse of Wealthy 
New York Lace Importer. 


Two hours after she had registered at the 
Palmer house as the wife of Emo Barde- 
leben, 65 years old, a New York importer 
of art ware, Mrs. Edith Rowsen, 24 sears 
old, wife of an electrical engineer of Provi- 
dence, R. I., from whom she separated two 
weeks ago, ended an unhappy career by 
shooting herself through the head with a 
revolver. 

Bardeleben, who was absent from the hotel 
at the time, returned at 11 o'clock and found 
the door of the room locked. He was told 
by hotel attendants that two shots had been 
heard some time before, but could not be 
located. A bellboy climbed over the tran- 
som and found the woman dead on the floor, 
the revolver lying beside her. 


Father Hurrying to Chicago. 

Henry Cooper, father of Mrs. Rowsen, who 
lives at 2880 Germantown avenue, Philadel- 
phia, is on his way to Chicago, according to 
word received from that city late in the 
evening. 

He declares Bardeleben exerted hypnotic 
influence over his daughter. Mr. Cooper, ac- 
cording to the dispatch, asserted Bardeleben 
haunted his house in Philadelphia, where his 
daughter came after leaving her husband, in 
efforts to lure the young woman away. 


Reticent at the Inquest. 

At the inquest in the afternoon Bardeleben 
refused to give his address at first, but later 
said that his home was in Berlin, Germany. 
Afterward he was shown a telegraphic dis- 
patch from New York, which stated that 
Emo Bardeleben, a lace importer, resided in 
that city at 1240 Lexington avenue. 

According to the dispatch, Bardeleben is 
married, and lives at the address given with 
his wife, a 5 year old child, and his wife's 
sister. A servant at the house said Bardeleben 
was supposed to have sailed for Europe on 
business. 

Bardeleben became agitated when shown 
this dispatch, and denied that he was the 
man referred to. 

I met Edith Cooper about a year ago in 
the east,” he testified at the inquest. “‘ She 
was living at 2330 Germantown avenue, 
Philadelphia. She had been married when 
she was 18 years old to an electrical engineer, 
whose name I never heard mestioned, but 
who is living in Providence, R. I. They lived 
together only a short time. She told me she 
intended to get a divorce from him. 

“I corresponded with her during my trav- 
els, and five weeks ago, when I starte@on a 
business trip through the west, she met me 
in Pittsburg and accompanied me.

Tells of Trip to Chicago.

Factional Interest in Case. 

That the old system would be more to the 
advantage of the Hopkins-Sullivan syndicate 
in state politics against the Majority Rule 
league is generally admitted. The latter has 
been planning its fight for control of the con- 
vention and of the party in the idea that 
the primaries would come under the opera- 
tion of the primary law. 

With this knocked out the demécratic or- 
ganizations in the various counties could be- 
gin holding caucuses and primaries for the 
selection of delegates to the state conven- 
tion in any way and at any time.

These plans, as has been stated, are likely 
to be changed on more intimate acquaintance 
with the plans of the governor with regard 
to the amendment of the election laws. 

It is estimated that the special session will 
cost the state about 51,000 a day. It is the 
administration plan to keep down expenses 
to the one. There will be as few func- 
tionaries as possible if the administration 
plang go through. 


Text of Court’s Opinion. 


Following is the fuli text of the opinion 
handed down by the Supreme court: 

The relator, a citizen of the United States 
and the state of Illinois, a legal resident and 
voter of the city of Chicago, and a member 
of the socialist party of said city, filed in 
this court, in pursuance of leave granted for 
that purpose, his petition for writ of manda- 
mus directed to the defendants, the board of 
election commissioners of the city of Chi- 
cago, commanding them to allow said party 
to hold a primary election under the act of 
May 11. 1901. The petition alleges that the 
socialist party of Cook county is, and for 
five years past has been, a political party 
within said city and the county of Cook; that 
in 1885 said city adopted the act of that year 
regulating the holding of elections in cities, 
villages, and incorporated towns, and said 
act with its amendments in full force in said 
city; that the defendants constitute the 
board of election commissioners under the 
provisions of said act; that at the last pre- 
ceding general election for governor the so- 
ecialist party polled over 10 per cent of the 
entire votes cast in said city; that the central 
committee of said party at a regular meeting 
held Dec. 10, 1905, determined to hold a prim- 
ary in said city in 1906 and afterward filed 
with the defendants a call or application 
therefore in accordance with said act of 
1901; that defendants denied said application 
and adopted a resolution which was spread 
upon the records of the proceedings of said 
board, reciting that the application was in 
all respects in conformity with the provisions 
of said act, but declining to issue the call on 
the ground that said act was repealed by 
an act entitled ‘An act to provide for the 
holding and regulation of primary elections,’ 
approved May 18, 1905, in force July 1, 1905, 
and that the defendants for that reason and 
no other have persisted, and still persist, 
in refusing. to allow said party to hold a 
primary election in pursuance of said appli- 
cation. 


Validity of Act Contested. 


»The relator, by his petition, contends 
that the act of 1905, mentioned in the reso- 
lution of the board, is in contravention-of the 
various provisions of the constitution of 
this state and of the conetitution of the Unit- 
ed States, set forth in said petition, and for 
that reason is null and void; that the act 
of 1901 is still in full forge and effect, and 
that it is the duty of the defendant to allow 
the socialist party to hold primary elections 
under said act of 1901 and to take the nec- 
essary steps for that purpose. The de- 
fendants have demurred to the petition, and 
the relator has joined in the demurrer. The 
‘cause has been argued orally and by printed 
briefs and arguments, and has been sub- 
mitted for final decision on the demurrer. 

The purpose of this proceeding is to test 
the validity of the act entitled “An act to 
provide for the holding and regulation of 
primary elections,’ approved May 18, 1908. 
The subject matter of the act is of legisla- 
tive nature and under legislative control, 
subject only to the limitations and prohibi- 
tions of the constitution. 

Under our political system the sover- 
eignty is and remains in the people, and by 
the constitution which they have adopted the 
powers of government are divided into the 
distinct and separate departments, the legis- 
lative, executive, and judicial, to be exercised 
by each department in the manner and under 
the Umitations prescribed by the constitu- 
tion. The people, however, reserve to them- 
selves the ultimate sovereignty, to be exer- 
cised by means of the ballot at elections held 
for the purpose of choosing the persons who 
shall fill the several departments, or to decide 
any question that may properly be submitted 
to them, or even to modify or change the 
fundamental law. 


Duty of the Legislature. 


To protect and preserve that sovereignty 
the people registered their will that its exer- 
cise shall be absolutely free, and that the 
vote of every qualified elector shall be equal 
in its influence to that of every other one, 
by section 18 of the bill of rights, provid- 
ing that all elections shall be free and equal. 

“The legislature may and onght to pro- 
vide all such reasonable regulations as will 
make the provision of the constitution ef- 
fectual and guard against fraud, undue in- 
fluence, or oppression, and pregerve the equal 
rights of all against interference or encroach- 
ment. In Sherman vs. the people, 210 III., 
562, the court gave expression to the law 
on that subject as follows: 

% Proper and honest conduct of elections 
is one of the. most important functions of 
government, and the legislature is certainly 
charged with the duty of enacting such laws 
as Will accomplish this end.’ 

“It Is undoubtedly true that at the time 


the constitution was adopted primary elec- 


tiona, as such, were not within the con- 
templation of the convention or the people, 
for the reason that up to that time they had 
not been made a part of the election system 
or subject to regulation by law. At that time 
candidates for office were nominated by 
means of the caucus and convention of dele- 
gates, and such nominations were purgly 
private affairs of the political organizations. 
Since that time there has been a considerabie 
extension of the election system, 


Election Laws Extended. 


The election laws had already been ex-

act of 1885, before mentioned, was passed, 
regulating the holding of elections and de- 
elaring the result thereof in. cities, villages, 
and incorporated towns which might adopt 
the act. That act creates a board of election 
commissioners, provides for the registration 
of voters in advance of the election, and pro- 
hibits an elector from voting, although other- 
wise qualified, if his name does not appear 
upon the register. 

„ While that act regulates the manner of 
holding elections, the provisions for registra- 
tion before the election area regulation of the 
election to the same extent as che provisions 
for @epositing the ballot in the box. Other 
new and previously unkn@wn provisions were 
contained in the act of , providing for the 
printing and distribution of ballots at public 
expense, and for the nomination of candi- 
dates for public offices, to regulate the man- 
ner of holding elections, and to enforce the 
secrecy of the ballot, and commonly known 
as the Australian ballot law. 


Official Ballot Required. 


“ That act provides for an official ballot and 
in connection with it regulates the nomina- 
tion of candidates whose names shall be 
placed upon the ballot, the fillng of nomina- 
tion papers and certificates of nomination, 
and for the printing and distribution of 
ballots at public expense. No other ballot 
can be used, and the provisions and restric- 
tions of the act as to what parties and names 
a other matters shall appear upon it are 
regulations of elections equally with those 
provisions which relate to the actual conduct 
of the election on election day. 

It is manifest that if an official ballot 
must be used nominations of candidates 
whose names shall appear upon the ballots 
must be regulated in some way. Otherwise 
the whole scheme would become incapable of 
execution. The right of the legisiature to 
provide for am official ballot is not questioned, 
and it follows that the legislature may pre- 
scribe reasonable requirements concerning 
it which will not subvert or injuriously re- 
strict the right of suffrage, or conflict with 
provisions of the constitution. 


Effect of Act of 1905. 


The act of 1905, which is now under con- 
sideration, makes further extension and reg- 
ulations for choosing candidates whose 
names shall be printed upon the official bal- 
lot, and the legislation is of the same char- 
acter as the ballot law. All these actsrelate 
to the same subject, and in combination are 
designed to constitute a single and harmo- 
nious system uncer which the people may 
exercise the elective franchise and make their 
choice between the candidates for public 
offices. 

They all relate to elections and are with- 
in the, meaning of that word as used in the 
constitution. It. seems clear that the elec- 
tions as are held under authority of law, at 
which qualified electors may vote; and when 
statutes are enacted which regulate the form 
of the ballot to be used, what shall appear 
upon the ballot, and how the candidates 
whose names shall so appear shall be chosen, 
the provision of the bill of rights applies to 
the new conditions. 

The right to choose candidates for public 
offices whose names will be placed upon the 
official ballot is as valuable as the right to 
vote for them after they are chosen, and is 
of precisely the same nature. There is 
scarcely a possibility that any person will or 
can be elected to office under this system 
unless he shall be chosen at a primary elec- 
tion, and this statute, which provides 
the methods by which that shall be done and 
prescribes and limits the rights of voters and 
of parties, must be regarded as an integral 
part of the process of choosing public offi- 
cers and as an election law. 


Must Respect Voters’ Rights. 


“It is undcubtedly true, as urged by coun- 
sel for defendants, that it has become not 
only proper but necessary to provide addi- 
tional safeguards and protection to the vot- 
ers at primary elections, to the end that this 
will may be fully expressed and faithfully 
and honestly carried out, and any law hav- 
ing that object in view would naturally com- 
mend itself to the law making power: The 
Ic gtimate purpose of such a law, however, 
must be to sustain and enforce the provisions 
of the constitution and the rights of voters 
and not to curtail Or subvert them or in- 
juriously restrict such rights. 

It is contended by counsel for relator 
that the act in question violates the pro- 
vislons of the bill of rights guaranteeing 
the freedom and equality of elections, and 
aleo various other provisions of the consti. 
tution with reference to the amendment of 
existing laws and to #ocal and special legis- 
lation. Some of theseiobjections relate only 
to particular sections t the act, while others 
affect it as a whole. 


Law Must Be Complete. f 


One objection of the first class relates 
to section 6 of the act, and is founded on the 
fundamental maxium of constitutional law 
that the legislature cannot delegate legisla- 
tive powers. The legislature must decide 
what the law shall be, and the power dele- 
gated to that department by the constitution 
cannot be again delegated to any other body 
or authority. 

A law must be complete in all its terms 
and conditions when it leaves the Jegisia- 
ture, so that every one may know by read- 
ing the law what his rights are and how it 
will operate when put into execution, 

It is manifest that if there is anything in 
this law which is legislative in its nature 
and proper subject for the exercise of legisia- 
tive power, it is thé question whether a ma- 
jority or plurality shall be necessary to an 
election. A law which would provide for an 
election to public office, and make no provi- 
sion in that respect, = pt where the con- 
stitution already has de provision, would 
be incomplete as a law. 

The constitution provides for the election 
of various officers and that a plurality shall 
elect, but where the constitution does not ap- 
ply, it is a legislative question, and it would 
be a delegation of legislative power ta pro- 
vide that any other authority should decide 
that question. 


Provision Is Declared Void. 


“This act provides that the county cen- 
tral committee of each political party shall 
determine whether the county officers shall 
be nominated at the primary election by the 
voters or by the delegates chosen at such 
election, and also whether the candidates 
shall be nominated by a majority or plu- 

rality vote. If the committee decides that 
a majority shall be necessary, that is to be 
the law, but if they decide that a plurality

Nomination by Petition. 

The ballot law provides for nomination 
by petition signed by a certain number of 
qualified voters or certain percentage of such 
voters, and the petition is to be flled a certain 
period of time before the election to office. 
This act changee the time for filing a peti- 
tion and confines the rights to certain politi- 
cal parties and attempts to amend the act 
by reference to its title only. Section 2 is 
void for that reason. 

Section 58 of the act provides that in 
| senatorial districts, consisting of two coun- 
ties, no than two persons of the same 
political rty—that is, one candidate for 
senator and one for representative, or two 
candidates for representative—shall be nomi- 
nated from any one county; and that in sen- 
atorial districts consisting of three counties 
or more, only one person of the same political 
party—that is, either one candidate for sen- 
ator or one candidate for representative— 
shall be nominated from any county.’ 


New Qualification Illegal. 

Section 3 of article 4 of the constitution 
fixes the eligibility for office of senator or 
representative, and the only requirement as 
to residence is that he shall have resided for 
two years, next preceding his election, with- 
in the senatoriql district. The act adds a 
new -qualification and imposes a new re- 
striction upon the candidates and the voters 
by requiring that the candidates shall come 
from particular counties of the district. It 
is not within the power of the legislature to 
add to the qualifications fixed by the consti- 
tution, or to impose the additional reetric- 


considered void, 


Fees Must Not Be Charged. 

Other provisions of the act require a cash 
payment from persons desiring to become 
candidates for certain office. 
that any one desiring to become a candidate 
for governor or United States senator shall 
pay, on filing a petition of legal voters, a 
filing fee of $100. Bach congressional can- 
didate must make:a payment of $100, each 
candidate for -senator $50, each candidate 
‘for member of the house of representatives 
$25, and in Cook county a candidate for mayor 
must pay $75 and a candidate for alderman 
$25. 

These payments bear no relation to the 
services rendered in filing the papers or the 
expenses of the election. They are purely 
arbitrary exactions of money, to be paid into 
the public treasuries as a monetary con- 
sideration for being permitted to be a candi- 
date. The payments are not intended as 
compensation for services rendered in filing 
the papers, but the provisions make the 
ability and inclination of a person to pay 
money a test of his qualification and of the 
right of the voters to choose him for public 
office. 

Every eligible person has a right to be a 
tandidate for public office without being 
subject toarbitrary or unreasonable burdens. 
The voters have a right to choose any eligible 
person, and he owes a duty to the public to 
qualify and serve. (People ex rel. vs. Will- 
jams, 145 Illinois 578.) Reasonable regula- 
tions, such as a petition from a percentage 
of voters Which would show that they want 
the privilege of voting for him or other rea- 
sonable conditions or restrictions, may be im- 
posed. If there were no such conditions the 
ballot might be 80 large as to be impracti- 
cable, but there can be no discrimination be- 
tween candidates based upon the ground that 
one has money to pay for the privilege of be- 
ing a candidate and chooses to pay and an- 
other has not the means or is unwilling to 
buy the privilege. 


Equal Rights Must Be Shown. 

The only reply of counsel for defendants 
on this subject is that a candidate can be 
nominated without having his name printed 
on the ballot; that he may have his name 
written In and a square placed in front of it 
and a cross put in the square, and if he se- 
cured enough votes in that way he will be 
the nominee of the partyi 

That argument does not call for much at- 
tention. It is a foregone conclusion that the 
candidate will be chosen from those whose 
names are on the primary baHot, and it is 
no answer to the argument against an illegal 
and arbitrary discrimination in favor of one 
who is able and willing to make a cash con- 
tribution and against one who is unable or 
unwilling to do so to say that the voters 
may write the name of a candidate on the 
ticket and make a square in front of it and 
put a cross in the square. 

The Supreme court of the state of Ne- 
braska, having under consideration a similar 
provision which was held to be illegal and 
void, said: To say that the voters are free 
to exercise the elective franchise at a gen- 
eral election for nominees in the choice of 
which unwarranted restriction and hin- 
drances were interposed would be hollow 
mockery.’ State vs. Drexel, 106 N. W., 174. 


Ballot Blank Is Defective. 


But this act makes no provision for blank 
spaces and squares for the insertion of names 
of candidates who have not paid their money. 
It does provide that all the general election 
laws of this state shall be in full foree and 
effect where the same are not in conflict with 
the act. If that provision could be said to 
authorize the writing in of names on the pri- 
mary ballot because provision is made in the 
ballot law for doing so, it would be only by 
indirection, and it cannot have that effect for 
the reason that the provision of the ballot 
is in conflict with this act. It is the plain in- 
tention of the legislature, apparent on the 
face of the act, that no one shall be voted for’ 
at the primary election except those who have 
contribute@ the cash to the public treasury. 
The provisions by which the candidates are 
required to buy their way to office are unwar- 
ranted hindrance and impediments to the 
rights of the candidates and voters alike, and 
are Illegal and void. 


Guarantee in Bill of Rights. 
‘There are other provisions in addition of 
section 18 of the bill of rights, which guar- 
antee that elections shall be free and equal, 
which are of importance in considering the 
act as a whole. In view of the well known 
evils of local and special legislation, the peo- 


ple provided, in section 22 of article 4 of the 


legislation, that the legislature should not 
pass local or special laws in any of consider- 
able number of enumerated cases, among 
which were laws regulating county and town- 
ship affairs. The section contains a genera} 
prohibition against a special law in any case 
where a general law can be made

The election of county officers 
is a county affair and the act regulates such 
elections. 

„ Section 10 of the act provides that section 
21 of the ballot law shall be applicable to 
primary elections and said section 21 pro- 
vides for furnishing booths, guard rails, and 
other conveniences and supplies for an elec- 
tion, and that the same shall be paid for as 
other election expenses. The act requires 
the county clerks outside of Cook county to 
furnish the primary election judges with the 
necessary supplies, including registry poll 
books and tally sheets. In Cook county the 
expenses of conducting the primary elections 
are to be paid by the county or the city, vil- 
lage, or incorporated town. 

Features of Law Discussed. 


“At all general county or state primary 
elections the judges and clerks are to be pala 
by the county, and there are various pro- 
visions which characterizes the act as 
one regulating county and township affairs. 
The questions affecting the whole act are 
whether it is a local and special law on ac- 
count of the different provisions for Cook 
county and for the rest of the state, and 
whether ite provisions interfere with the 
freedom and equality of elections. Taking 
up these questions, we find at the outset dif- 
ferent provisions of the law which lead to 
remarkable results. } 

“In the first section it is provided that the 
act shall not apply. to.the nomination of 
candidates for the supreme and circuit clerks 
or to county commissioners in counties not 
under township organization. By section 65 
that provision and all others in the first sixty~ 
four sections are excluded from Cook county 
and the subsequent provisions are made ap- 
plicable in that county. Section 66 requires 
that the primary elections for delegates to a 
convention for the nomination of candidates 
for all public offices in the state or any part 
thereof, and for the congress of the United 
States, shall be held under this act. 

“ Cook county and four other counties con- 
stitute a district for the election of a judge 
of this court, and the act provides that in 
Cook county there shall be primary elections 
for the selection of candidates and in the 
other counties there shall be none. How the 
law can be made effectual in such a case does 
not appear. The act is to be the law for part 
of the district and not the law for another 
part of the same district. 


Party Ratio Is Invalid. 


Other provisions are that in Cook county 
no party shall hold a primary unless such 
party polls 20 per cent of the vote in the par- 
ticular county, city, village, or incorporated 
town, or district for which the primary is to 


de held at the last election for president. 


Outside of that county a political party which 
cast 10 per cent of the total vote of the state 
at the last preceding presidential election 
may hold primaries under the act, 

It necessarily follows from this discrim- 
ination that a party which has cast but a 
trifle less than 20 per cent of the total vote 
in Cook county cannot hold a primary, but 
the vote is to be counted to make up the 
requisite 10 per cent of the vote of the state 
to enable the same party to hold primaries 
outside of the county. On the other hand, if 
the vote of a party in the whole state should 
largely exoeed 20 per, cent of the total vote 
the same party could not hold a primary in 
Cook county if the vote in that county or in 
the city, village, incorporated town, or dis- 
trict therein for which the application is 
made, should be less than 20 per cent. 

“Buch a provision is not only local and 
special, but interferes with equality of rights 
and freedom of voters in the different coun- 


ties. 
Discrimination Is Cited. 


“The different provisions of the act as ap- 
plicable to Cook county and the rest of the 
state are quite numerous, and among them 
are the following: 

In Cook county the act applies to all 
cities, villages, or incorporated towns, with- 
out exception, and in other counties the act 
does not apply to cities, villages, or incor- 
porated towns having a population of leas 
than 1,000, as determined by the last preceding 
federal censua. 

“In “ec ok county the primaries are held by 
each party separately in special primary dis- 
tricts, and unden special primary judges, 
while in other counties they are to be held by 
all parties together in regular precincts and 
under the supervision of regular election 
judges. 

“In Cook county a voter is disqualified if 
he has voted at a primary election of another 
party within two years, while in other coun- 
ties he is only required to state his party at- 
fidationa, and it does not make any difference 
if he voted with the opposite party at the next 
preceding election. 

“In Cook county only three-fourths vote 
is required for a convention to elect a candi- 
date whose name does not appear on primary 
ballot, and in other counties such a nomina- 
tion can only be made by a four-fifths vote. 
In counties other than Cook provisions are 
made for the election of primary committee- 
men and for their terms of office, but as to 
that county there are no such provisions. 

In Cook county candidates for mayor and 
aldermen must make the payments herein 
before mentioned, while candidates for the 
same office outside of Cook county are not 
required to make such paymients; and there 
is no provision in Cook county for the exer- 
cise of the legislative powers before referred 
to, which are to be exercised by the county 
central committees of other counties, but 
those provisions have already been held void 
for other reasons. 


Must Cover All Counties Alike. 


There are a number of other differences 
in the provisions applicable to Cook county 
and the other counties of the state, but 
enough have been noted for the purposes of 
this decision. Although the whole act re- 
lates to primary elections and nomination 
of candidates for office, it constitutes prac- 
tically two separate acts divided by section 
No. 64, which excludes the prior sections and 
provides that subsequent sections only shall 
be enforced in counties having a population 
of 126,000 or over. Cook county is the only 
county having that population, and as Cook 
county alone answers the description it is 
the county intended, and it makes no pos- 
sible difference whether the county is de- 
scribed or named in the act. (Pettibone vs. 
West commissioners, supra.)

Senator Cyril R. Jandus has written to Gov. 
Deneen asking that in the call fora special 
session of the legislature to amend the pri- 
mary law the question of the issuance of bar 
permits should be included. This letter ap- 
parently is too late, as the call is already 


issued and does not contain this point. Inthe 


letter Mr. Jandus explains the situation in 
Chicago and declares the legislature should 
amend the statutes to empower the niayor 
and the city council to grant the bar privi- 
leges to reputable fraternaleand turner so- 
cleties and organizations which meet in their 


halls and give entertainments and dances for- 
the purpose of raising money.

FULL BLOODED SOUTH AFRICAN 
| WINS HONORS AT COLUMBIA. 


First of Curtis Medals Is Awarded to 
Pixley Ka aka Seme for Speech 
on “The Regeneration of Africa’’-- 
Decision of Judges Is Unanimous— 
After His Graduation the Winner 
Will Take Three Year Lavy Course 
at Oxford, 


New York, April 5.—-[Special.]—Pixley Ka 
Isaka Seme, the only full blooded Zulu who 
ever entered Columbia, distinguished himself 
today by taking first honors in the oratorical 
contest for the Curtis medals. These med- 
als, one of gold and one of silver, are award 
ed annually to such members of the senior 
and junior classes of the college department 
who take first and second place in the con- 
test. 

Seme entered the college four years ago 
with the purpose of becoming a missionary. 
He had an uncle who had been educated in 
the United States, and then went back to 
Africa. ate 

Ag an undergraduate he became much in- 
terested in student affairs in general, but did 
not take any “active part in them except as 
a debater. He was elected a member of the 
Barnard Literary society, and attended the 
meetings regular 


Large Aud.ence Hears Speech. 

His frequent speeches improved his deliv- 
ery, and at the beginning of the present sea- 
son he decided to try for the Curtis medal. 
He selected as his subject, The Regenera- 
tion of Africa.“ 

The -contest today was held in Erlaw 
hall before a large audience. The contest- 
ants were Horace A. Rosenblatt, ‘07, who 
spoke on Classe Rule in America; Har- 
old K. Bell, oT, Public Services of Edward 
M. Stanton; Maurice G. Ellenbogan, 07, 
„ John Marshall's Influence on the Consti- 
tution,“ and Seme. 

Dean J. Howard Vanamringe of the college 
presided, while Prof. George W, Kirchew, 
Prof. Franklin H. Giddings, and Prof. Bran- 
der Matthews acted as judges. The judges 
announced that Seme had taken first by unan- 
imous decigion, Allenbogen was second, 

After winning the contest, Seme received 
congratulations from many of the Columbia 
students who plfed him with questions con- 
cerning hie future intentions. He said that 
he had given up the idea of becoming 4 mis- 
sionary, because he saw a better way of 
aiding the Zulus. 


To Study Law at Oxford. 

After graduation this June he will go to 
Oxford to take a three year law course 
Equipped with this, he hopes to return to 
Africa and become a native attorney gen- 
eral, to represent the interests of his people 
before the British government, 

He is a loyal British subject, and was not 
in sympathy with movements of which he 
had heard to free the Zulus from the English 
control. He said that the sentiment of the 
majority of Zululand was that the dominion 
of Great Britain was an advantage to the 
natives, on account of the commercial op- 
portunities it afforded. 


ALL GAMBLING MUST STOP 
AT HOT. SPRINGS TODAY. 


New District Attorney Says Any House 
Remaining Open Will Be Raided and 


Gaming Devices Burned. 


Hot Springs, Ark., April 5.—-All gambling 
houses here will be closed tomorrow, as the 
result of the appointment of W. T. Scoggins 
as prosecuting attorney of the district. To- 
night the following signed statement was is- 
sued by Mr. Scoggins: 

J hereby notify all managers, owners, or 
manipulators of gambling houses in the city 
of Hot Springs that I shall expect each and 
every gambling house to close on the morning 
of April 6, 1906. Andif any such house should 
remain open on that day, or thereafter, I 
shall proceed against the same, and shall ask 
the court to have all gambling devices of all 
kinds burned, according to law. If, after 
three days publication of this notice, any 
gambling device or paraphernalia what- 
ever prohibited by law shall be found in this 
judicial district, I shall ask that ‘all of the 
same be burned, according to law.“ 

Reports that the prosecuting attorney 
would be resisted, andthat it would be neces- 
gary to call out troops, is without founda- 
tion.

WILL PRESENT NEW WAGE SCALE 
: FOR ALL THE ROADS. 


Action Decided On at a Meeting of 
Unions Representing More than 
2,000 Members — Present Agree- 
ments Will Expire on May i and 
31—General Advance Will Be De 
manded and Ticket Agents Win 
Request 8 Hour Day at Present Pay 


A decision to demand a general increase in 
wages for every employé of the elevated rail- 
ways was made last night at a meeting of 
the various unions of the I employés at 
274 Madison street. More than 2,000 em- 
ployés were represented at the meeting, rep- 
resenting every branch of the service, from 
the women who sell tickets to the trackmen. 

The wage scale per hour that will be pre- 
sented to the officialS of the various roads 
follows: 

Motormen, now getting 25 and 28% cents an hour, 
27% and 30 cents an hour. 

Conductors, now getting 21 cents an hour, 25 


cents an hour. 

Gatemen, now getting 184 cents an hour, 2) 
cents an hour. 

Platform men, now getting $1.70 a day (twelve 


hours), $2.40 a day. i 
Ticket agents, now getting $1.50 tb $1.70 4 day 
twelve hours), same pay for eight hours. 


Agreements End May 1. 

The agreements on all roads except the 
Metropolitan and the loop expire May 1; on 
these May 31. The platform men, who work 
twelve hours for $1.70 a day, say that theirs 
is the hardest work of the service. 

One of the arguments advanced was that 
considerable diplomacy was needed by these 
men in handling the intoxicated rqisterers 
who boarded the trains during the small 
hours of the morning. 

It ‘ie expected. that the increases will be 
granted, at least in part, without bringing 
the matter before a board of arbitration, as 
is provided in the agreements now in force. 


Surface Car Men Seek Increase. 
The scale committee for the South Side 
street railway employés met Supt. Mason B. 
Starring of the Chicago City railway yester- 
day afternoon and set forth the reasons why 
the men who operate the street cars helleve 
that they should have higher wages. Mem- 
bers of the committee left Mr. Starring's of- 
fice in the evening greatly encouraged in the 
ibelief that they had gained ground during the 
conference. They argued that the work of 
the motormen and conductors on the cars 
was harder than that of any other class of 
men similarly paid. Mr. Starring said the 

matter would be taken up again next week.

The commission wagon drivers continue to 
work under the expired agreement of last 
year,both employers and men refusing to sign 
a new one.

‘sylvania Want Settlement 
1 Arbitration. 
OPERATORS MAY REFUSE. 
Final Answer Will Be Given on 
Monday; Means Re-employ- 
ment of 160,000 Men. 

New York, April 5.~Havine failed to come 


to an agreement among themselves, the hard 
coal miners of Pennsylvania, through their 


representatives, today proposed to the oper- 


| ators that all matters in disputé be referred 
| to a board of arbitration for settiement, the 


tribunal to be composed of the board of con- 
ciliation which was created by the award of 
the anthracite strike commission in 1908, 
with Judge George Gray of Delaware, or any 
ecg he may appoint, as chairman and um- 


If the operators accept the proposition and 
4 convention of mineworkers approves the 
plan, the 160,000 men now idle in the anthra- 
cite fields will return to work at once, The 
proposition was a great surprise to the mine- 
owners, as they not believe the union 
leaders were ready to leave the controv 
to a third party at this time. 

That the operators will accept the miners’ 
proposal, as submitted, ie not generally be- 
Heved; in fact, it is intimated they may flatly 
refuse the offer on the ground that existing 
conditions are the result of arbitration. The 
employers have decided to consider the min- 
ers’ latest move, and promise to give Presi- 
dent Mitchell and his men an answer on Mon- 
day, when another meeting of the two sub- 
committees will be held in this celty: 


Text of the Proposal. 

The text of the arbitration proposal as sub- 
mitted to the operators is as follows: 

The committee appointed by the Shamokin con- 
vention of Dec. 14 last, representing the employés 
of the various companies operating the mines, 
washeries, and breakers in the anthracite coal 
region, having under consideration our proposition 
to you dated Feb. 27, together with your commit- 
tee’s proposition of March 9, which was a contin- 
uation of the award of the anthracite coal étrike 
commission, and a letter from the governor of 
Pennsylvania; we have decided, in view of the 
great public interest involved, aside from those 
we represent directly, it is our duty to make some 
further effort, and even a sacrifice of what we 
believe justly our due in the matter of wages and 
conditons of employment, in order that a great 
public calamity may be avoided. 

Therefore, we propose that, subject to the ap- 
proval of a convention of anthracite mineworkers, 
which shall be called at the.eariiest date possible, 
the differences between us, as stated in our prop- 
ositions and your counter proposals, be referred for 
determination and settlement to a board of arbitra- 
tion composed of the members of the present board 
of concilation provided for in the award of the 
anthracite coal strike commission, with Judge 
George Gray or any person he may appoint to act 
as chairman and umpire. 

The decison of this tribunal, or the majority of 
members thereof, insofar as influences wages, to be 
effective from April 1, 1906, and to continue in 
force until March 81, 1008, such decision to be 
final and binding upon all parties in interest. The 
employés of the anthracite mines, washeries, and 
breakers to resume work immediately and to con- 
tinue at work pending the decisons of sald boards. 

The proposition was read to the operators 
by Mr. Mitchell, and along with it he sub- 
mitted the original demands of the miners, 
the reply of the operatörs in which they pro- 
| posed that the strike commission award be 
renewed and continued for three years, and 
the letter of Gov. Pennypacker, Who urged 
that both parties make reasonable efforts to 
come to an agreement. 


Statement by Operators. 

The conference of the subcommittees lasted 
less than an hour and at its conclusion the 
operators held a meeting to Informally dis- 
cuss the miners’ offer. Later in the day they 
issued the following statement: 

It should be observed that in the astutely drawn 
proposition of Mr. Mitchell and his committee the 
operators are asked to submit to arbitration the 
question of the closed shop and the check oft 
a scheme requiring, in the words of the miners’ 
committee, that each company shall collect from 
each employé such amounts as may be levied by 
their organization monthly, the amount thus col- 
lected at each colliery to be turned over to an 
authorized committee at the colliery ‘’—a plan 
which would make of every operator à collecting 
agency on behalf of the strike fund of the miners. 
In their letter of March 8 to the miners’ committee 
the operators said, concerning the check off: * As 
a matter of policy we would not make such an 
agreement as you request, and as a matter of law 
we are not permitted to make it.“ 

On these two subjects also the anthracite coal 
commiesion of 1902) appointed by President Roose- 
velt, made the following vigorous declaration: 

The right to remain at work where others have 
ceased to work, or to engage anew in work which 
others have abandoned, is part of the personal 
liberty of a citizen that can never be surrendered, 
and every infringement thereof merits and should 
receive the stern denouncement of the law. 

„It aleo should be observed that Mr. Mitchell's 
committee abandons the proposal for & one year 
agreement and suggests an arbitration, the term 
of which would expire. on April 1, 1908—a presiden- 
tial year—thus affording a new opportunity to make 
this great industry the football of politics. The 
operators already had offered, it will be remem- 
bered, to extend the findings of the coal commis- 
sion until April 1, 1900.“ 

The operators decided that before they 
would frame a reply to the miners they would 
consult all interests in order to get the senti- 
ment ot the heads of all the coal carrying 
roads as well as that of the independent 
operators. 

Former Officers Expelled. 

Pittsburg, Pa., April 5.—The miners’ dis- 
trict convention today adopted a resolution 
expelling from the organization former Pres- 
ident atrick Dolan and former Vice Res- 
ident Tiriah Bellingham. Delegate Thomas 
Butler of Cannonsburg local also was ex- 
pelled for disobeying the order of the con- 
vention in refusing to notify the miners of 
hie local as to the status of the scale com- 
mittee’s work. Dolan refuses to retire and 
legal proceedings to remove Dolan and Bel- 
lingham from the headquarters of the union 
will be taken.

This marked the beginning of our differ-

Threatened Wife with Violence. 

Mrs. Dowie told how her husband had 
threatened*her with violence. One of these 
occasions was last May, Dowie's birthday, 
when he wished to signalize the event by a 
proclamation of his intentions to found a 
polygamous colony. Mrs. Dowie and he had 
angry words. ing 

Dowie threatened to strike her with a chair, 
ghe said, and it became necessary for the 
servants to go to the assistance of the terri- 
fied woman. Other evidence was introduced 
showing that Mrs. Dowie had been in such 
fear of her husband's violence at times that 
his valet had locked the raging first apostie 
in hie own apartments. 

She told a good deal about Mise Hofer's 
relations with her husband, and other wit- 
nesses added their testimony 


Miss Hofer Greatly Favored. 


It was brought ‘out that Miss Hofer had 
access to Dr. Dowle’s offices at Shiloh house 
and in the administration building, although 
there were weeks at a time when Mrs, Dowle 
herself was denied admittance. There was 
another story that Dr. Dowie had been dis- 
covered by Mrs. Dowie one day lying upon 
a big leather couch in his office while Miss 
Hofer was stroking his forehead, presuma- 
bly for the headache. 

The overseer could not satisfy Mrs. Dowie 
that everything was right and proper, and 
a violent scene ensued. The servants rushed 
in and separated the two and later made 
out some affidavits. 

Mrs. Dowie went to the overseers after the 
forehead stroking episode, and told them 
plainly that her husband would have to pay 
her more respect or she would expose him 
to the world. There was a long conference, 
in which Dowie took part. He stormed and 
raved, threatened to excommunicate Mrs. 
Dowie, and urged the overseers to divorce 
her. He said then, for the first time, she 
was incompatible. 


Two Women Sent Away. 

Miss Hofer, to avoid scandal, was appoint- 
ed a deaconess and assigned to foreign parts. 
Miss Rosa Schulpe, her close friend, who 
had acted as Dr. Dowle’s German secretary, 
was appointed a deaconess at the same time 
and instructed to accompany Miss Hofer. 

It is customary as a preliminary to the de- 
parture of officers going abroad for Dr. 
Dowie to give them a farewell dinner at 
Shiloh house. All the church officials were 
invited to a dinner for the Misses Hofer and 
Schutpe. Mrs. Dowie opposed this dinner so 
strongly that the invitations were recalled 
three hours before the dinner and the young 
women departed without the honor. 

A week later Dowie departed for Jamaica, 
following a violent scene with his wife. He 
went ostensibly to recuperate failing health 
due to overwork. 

Overseer Voliva, after the exposure made 
by Mrs. Dowie and her son, told the aston- 
ished officers that Dowle had planned to 
take to himself seven wives and had selected 
them. Some of the women were acquainted 
with his intention and some were not, 


Scriptural Text Quoted. 
That portion of the bible om which Dowie 
based his polygamous teaching was from 


Isaiah Iv. 1, as follows; 

And seven shall take hold of one man, saying, 
We will eat our own bread and wear our own

Appellate Court Rules That Fr

April B.—The Hotel Zum Hirsch collapsed 
today during the progress of a festive din- 
ner. There were 800 persons present, Most 
of whom were buifed in the ruins. 

At 10 o’clock tonight fifty-five bodies had 
been recovered and 100 injured were taken 
from the ruins, many of them in a serious 
condition. 

Twenty persons still are missing, and prob- 
ably are dead. 


Crash When Fete Is at Height. 

The accident is attributed to carelessness 
on the part of those who were making 18 
pairs on the building, which had been raised 
five feet from the ground in order to give 
more space for the lower story. The work 
began early in the morning and was sup- 
posed to have been finished at noon 

The keeper of the hotel, in accordance with 
a German custom, invited the workmen and 
a large number of townspeople to a grand 
dinner and dance. The company assembled 
in the middle banquet room and was drink- 
ing the health of the builder and landlord 
when suddenly a crash was heard above. 

A score of those in the banquet room 
jumped from the windows and doors before 
the house came down with a crash. 


Dancers Buried in Ruins. 

Many others who were dancing in another 
part of the hotel had no chance to escape. 

The town tonight presents an indescribable 
scene of horror and grief. There is hardly a 
family but has not lost one or more members. 
The villagers and people of the surrounding 
country are inquiring for their relatives. The 
dead are laid out in the town hall adjacent to 
the scené of the disaster. 

The work of rescue is still proceeding and 
the full losses will not be known until tomor- 


ros. 


PARTIES COMBINE IN RUSSIA. 


Democrats May Unite with Moderates 
and Octoberists to Keep Ma- 
jority in the Douma. 


ST. PETPRSBURG, April 5.—The victories 
of the constitutional democrats have been 
followed by a proposed coalition of the con- 
stitutional democrats, the moderates, and the 
“ Octoberists,”’ under the leadership of Ivan 
Petrunkevitch, who is a candidate for pres- 
ident of the lower house, and M. Shipofi, a 
prominent zemstvo leader. 

The scheme is to insure a clear majority 
in the lower house of parliament to resist any 
attempt on the part of the government to 
prorogue it immediately upon its assembling. 

The reactionists are endeavoring seriously 
to induce the emperor to find an excuse to 
annul the new elections. Some of the worst 
features of the old censorship have been re- 
stored. The papers again must submit cop- 
les of their editions before they are distrib- 
uted, and the expedient of changfng a paper’s 
name when suspended has been forbidden. 


PARIS CHEERS MINE HERO. 


Henry Nemy, Leader of Miners En- 
tombed Twenty Days, Enjoys Holi- 
day at the French Capital. 


PARIS, April 5.—Henri Nemy, the leader 
of the rescved miners of Courrieres, and his 
mine boy, Augugte Provost, arrived here at 
noon today and were driven in an automobile 
through the principal thoroughfares. They 
were cheered by the crowds in the streets 
and afterwards attended the special races 
at Auteuil arranged in aid of the victims 
of the mine disaster. President Fallieres 
was among those present. 


END OF HUNGARIAN CRISIS. 


Francis Kossuth and Count Andrassy 
Reach Agreement to End the 
Long Deadlock. 


BUDAPEST, Hungary, April 5.—As a re- 
«sult of a conference of leaders of the coali- 
tion party held here today a complete under- 
standing has been reached which may be ex- 
pected to end the legislative deadlock. Fran- 
cis Kossuth and Count Andrassy started 
tonight for Vienna, where they will have an 
audience with Emperor Francis Joseph to- 
morrow. 


Grover Cleveland Of * North. 


LONDON, April 6.—A dispatch to the Dally 
Mail from Pietermaritzburg sa¥s the gov- 
ernment has received information that na- 
tives in several districts in Natal and Zulu- 
land are showing serious unrest. The Swazis 
also are excited. Nearly everywhere whites 
are preparing for possible trouble. The gov- 
ernment, nevertheless, affirms, although the 
situation is grave, tact and firmness will 
overcome the difficulties. 

A Pretoria dispatch to the Mall says the 
military authorities there have been informed 
the recent troubles in Natal have greatly ex- 
cited the natives in the Transvaal, particu- 
larly in the Rustenburg district. There is 
much apprehension lest the unrest spread to 
Mashonaland and Matabelejand. 


Serious Fight in Natal. 

Dispatches from Greytown, Natal, an- 
nounced that the colonial fleld force, which 
Was concentrating at Impanza, twelve miles 
northwest of Greytown, for operations 
against the insurgent chief, Bambaata, the 
deposed regent of the Greytown district, has 
been compelled to abandon its laager after 
heavy fighting and retire to Greytown. The 
British field force, at present only numbering 
a few hundred men, will be strongly rein- 
forced during the next twenty-four hours. 

A dispatch dated With Mansell’s Column, 
April 5,“ gives the following account of the 
fighting between Zulus led by Chief Bam- 
baata and the Natal colonist expedition 
whfch rescued the women and children iso- 
lated at Keate’s drift. 

Bambaata surprised the column at dusk 
at Impanza, the. natives springing out of 
the thicket, frantically shouting their battle 
ery, and attacking the vanguard with their 
assegais. The police behaved with coolness, 
keeping the hordes of blacks at bay and 
steadily continuing the march to Greytown. 


Women and Children Saved 


“The fighting did not cease till midnight, 
when the column reached Botha’s farm and 
safety. The women and children had been 
placed in the center of the column and thus 
were completely shielded. 

“ The infuriated natives hacked the bodies 
of three policemen who were killed, but the 
bodies were rescued. Sergeant Brown is 
missing and it is feared that he aleo has been 
killed: 

“The white residents of Impanza escaped 
to Keate’s drift at Bambgata's first attack 
and the looting of the hotel and imbibing of 
liquor incapacitated the rebels for pursuit.’’

It wae an audience fashionable, brilliant 
as ds appearance, and ksenly expectant. 

| unmistakably had come expecting an 
evening of exceptional enjoyment—an even- 
ing which would exhilarate and make pos- 
siblé the display of hearty enthusiasm. 

All began brightly enough. Applause fol- 
lowed the overture, handclapping welcomed 
Mr. Caruso when be came miarching in at 
thé head of his troops, and Miss Fremstad 
was shown that she was among friends when 
ahe appeared. The duet for Micaela and Don 
José was heartily approved, and deservedly 
so, but then the enthusiasm began to wane. 

A stiliness settled over everything, and al- 
though the audience tried its ttmost to en- 
joy and to make itself believe it was en- 
thusiastic, the. effort was constantly in evi- 
dence. The Toreador song passed with only 
the weakest kind of a request for a repetition, 
the quintet in the second act was asked for 
by a portion of the audience, but the demand 
was not eral, and #0 throughout the re- 
mainder the evening numbers which usu- 
ally are the recipients of excited outbursts 
of commedation passed by with comparative 


quiet. 
At the end of the third act, after Mr. Caruso 


had lent some spirit to the performance by 
singing the Don José threat in finely dramatic 
fashion, the Audience gave vent to the en- 
thusiasm it had brought with it and recalled 
Mme. Fremstad, Mr. Caruso, Miss Abbott, and 
Mr. Journet repeatedly, but showed plainly 
that the major portion of its approval was 
intended for Mr. Caruso. He was in fact 
the saving grace of the evening, bat even he 
could not make it the gala night that had 
been anticipated.

The fault lay in the performance. It 
lacked spirit. And if there is an opera in 
the whole repertory, ancient or modern, that 
demands spirit in presentation in order to 
be satisfactory, that opera is Carmen. 
The moment the subdued, the lackadaisical, 
or the indifferent enters into a performance 
of the Bizet masterpiece, that moment the 


„beautiful opera begins to be robbed of what 


is vital to it. And last night the subdued 
was almost constantly in evidence. 

Orchestra, chorus, and principais bee med 
to de laboring under a cloud of depression. 
There was scarcely a moment of genuine 
snap and go in the entire performance. The 
cause ig not known, but that the condition 
existed is undeniable. 

Much hed been expected of the Carmen 
of Miss Fremstad. This gifted and serious 
artist impressed when seen heré before as 
peculiarly. qualified in certain respects to 
make an ideal interpreter of the gipsy as 
ehe is drawn in Biset's opera. Her personal 
appearance seemed especially suited to the 
role, her voice seemed to possess just the 
volupt uous, seductive tone needed for the 
best rendition of the Bizet music, and the 
artistic intelligence shown in her Venus and 
her Kundry gave reason to believe that her 
Carmen would be a characterization con- 
sistent throughout and containing much that 
was illuminative, poetic, and dramatically

plan any more than she hesitated What 
she wanted she went after, and she wanted 
Don José.

This is the Carmen who lives in 
Biset's opera and gives it its life. . 

It was because Mme, Fremstad gave us a 
Carmen so greatly lacking in these qual- 
ities that the performance last evening 
proved so unsatisfactory and her imperson- 
ation of the gypsy 60 disappointing.

THE FUTURE OF THE NEGRO. 
How far afield the American people 
have gone from the ideas of the stormy 
reconstruction period fe indicated in the 
address made by Secretary Taft at Tus- 
kegee in connection with the twenty-fifth 
anniversary of the beginning of Booker 
Washington's work. Just forty years ago 
earnest men In the republican party were 
fighting for the rights of the freedman. 
President Johnson's proclamation of April 
2, 1866, declaring the war ended was fol 
lowed during the next three years by a 
series of cumulative enactments designed 
to protect the interests of the colored 
man. Reconstruction was made depend- 
ent upon the acceptance of these laws and 
amendments, and the southern states re- 
sumed their proper, normal place in the 
union after some ugly grimaces which at- 
tended the swallowing of some bitter leg- 
islative pills. The republican party was 
forced by the logic of events to stand 


the “bloody shirt” argument was a po- 
tent one to use with voters for eae a 
score of years. 

The attempts of the south to seks the 
provisions of laws and “amendments 
passed through various stages of terror- 
lam, until ‘a legal basis for antagonism to 
the use of the suffrage by the negro was 
sought in changed iconstitutiona which ac- 
complished the ‘desired object. Since that 
time, except for some faint objections, the 
country has seemed to accept the situa- 
tion as inevitable, and so far as its ef- 
fectiveness is concerned the fifteenth 
amendment has become one of the dead 
parts of the constitution, as have also cer- 
tain parts of the fourteenth.

The spectacle of Dowie’s rise to power is 
not-a greater tribute to the magnetic quality 
of his presence than the terror of the revo- 
lütionists in Zion at the thought of his re- 
turn. Like a pack of schoolboys who have 
barred out the master they are in a quiver |} 
of apprehension as to what he will do when 
he comes. If by any p le means he can 
be made to stay in Mexico they will continue 
boldly with their work of reorganization, 
but if he comes back they do not know what 
they can do, even after the revelation of his 
extravagance and mismanagement.
